the thing. She said, ‘‘ Drop it right now,” 
and he said, “ All right.” 

He used to go in for half an hour, continued 
the witness, and read the paper and talk, 
but the talk was only nonsense. 

Mr. Comyn— When did it come back to 
sense again—when did it come to match- 
making again? 

“I told her,” said the witness. “that she 
was too much attached to her sister's two 
children, and would not make a good wife 
to me.

miles and miles of brown bog 
little here and there by a streak 

furze. Far and near I saw the white 
sleeves of the turf-cutters and “barrow 
men,” who were labouring at the arduous 
task of raising the peat. 

Some of them were so far off on the 
wastes of brown that they looked little 
more than birds—something like what the 
French explorer saw when he first sighted 
Easter Island. 

The truism that one half of the world 
does not know how the other half lives is 
applicable in a less 
Though coal-mining is one of England's 
chief industries, there are thousands of 
people living in the pastoral portions of 
Britain who have never seen a pit-head. 
Numberless folk in Ireland, too, believe 
that peat is the only fuel that is common 
to every Irish farmhouse. This is not so. 
There are vast areas of the country, par- 
ticularly in the south-east, where a sod ‘of 
“turf’’. is unknown. . Hundreds, aye 
thousands, of eee have never seen one. 
I have known an Irish farmhouse where a 
sod of peat is cherished as a curiosity, and 
treasured as much as if it were a strange 
shell brought home from the Sonth Seas. 

A day on an Irish , working at the 
peat, though a hard and unrelenting one, 
is not without its compensations. With 
, coat and vest laid aside, and divested of 
the trappings of the feet, one trips along 
over the spongy warmth of the peaty 
carpet. The freedom of open spaces, the 
seas of singing heather, and sometimes the 
mad warbling of several larks, contribute 
towards a feeling of buoyancy unex- 
perienced elsewhere. 


THE “ SLANESMAN,” 


The turf-cutter, or “slanesman,” from 
long practice at the slane, or “slaun,’’ as 
it is called in some parts of Ireland, 
attains a wonderful skil] in the handling 
‘of his implement. The “slane ” (Gaelic) 
is a kind of spade, with this difference: 
to the iron portion of it, which the slanes- 
man sinks into the turf, there is a kind 
of wing, which results in cutting out the 
sod of peat in an oblong shape. One by 
one, the “slanesman”’ flings up the sods, 
which in turn are caught by the barrow- 
man, who builds them on his vehicle. 

When his load is complete he wheels it 
away, and another barrow-man takes his 
place. The second man has his barrow 
full by the time when the first man re- 
turns; and so on till the whole pit of 
peat is raised and scattered wide to the 
weather. 

Dinner-hour on the bog is a welcome 
respite. Nowhere have I eatem so hearty 
a meal. When ecne dines under such 
primitive conditions as sitting on the shait 
of an upturned barrow, and screened off 
from the sun by a furze bush, a slice of 
bacon is far more savoury to the palate 
than if it were served in a city grill-room. 
As for the scent of your tobacco blending 
with that of the meadow sweet! Then to 
bask at full length in the cool heather. 
Could thegmillionaire on the Riviera sands 
ask for more? 

Peat is the decayed mosses and vegeta- 
tion of centuries. Digging down twelve or 
fourteen feet to its basic layer, you are 
working among leaves that were green 
when the world was young. There is the 
element of exploration, too, about turf- 
cutting. Who knows. what priceless relic 
of a vanished age may be unearthed at 
any moment? Nearly every year a strange 
find is made in Irish bogs—archaic orna- 
ments or other treasures of our remote 
ancestors. Some of the first exhibits that 
greet the visitor as he mounts the main 
stairway of the british Museum in Lon 
don are the quaint ornaments and weapons 
discovered in Irish bogs. 

So to help at the turf-cutting in Treland 
has something of the glamour of specula- 
tion about it. Who knows what wonders 
. the hidden peat may yet reveal—chamber» 
of gold rivalling those of the Egypt of the 
Pharaohs?

Famous Trishman’s Portrait. 


The Governors of the National Gallery 
of Ireland are io be congratulated on the 
acquisition of a portrait of John Shaw, 
the first Irishman to become a citizen of 
the United States. Shaw, who was born 
in Mountmellick, Queen’s County, in 
1775, was the grandson of a soldier in 
King William's army, who fought at the 
battles of the Boyne and Aughrim. The 
family afterwards settled in Ireland. 
Early in life young Shaw, with another 
brother, emigrated, and when a mere 
youth joined the crew of a ship bound for 
China. For six years he remained in that 
service, studying navigation in his spare 
hours. In 1798, having obtained a 
captain’s certificate, he secured a 
lieutenancy in the American Navy. 

He commanded the famous gunboat, 
Enterprise, which captured most of the 
French privateers in the war of 1798, and 
put out of action one of the most powerful 
of the enemy’s ships. In four out of five 
notable engagements, Shaw captured or 
sank his opponents’ ships, and at the end 
of the war was personally thanked by the 
President. 


Lusitania Treasure. 


Special interest attaches to the attempt 
about to be made by an American syndi- 
cate to salve some of the treasure from 
the Lusitania. It is now thirteen years 
since the famous Cunarder sister ship of 
the Mauretania was torpedoed by German 
U boats and sunk off the South coast of 
Ireland. That sensational episode had as 
much to do with America’s entry into the 
war as anything, and the Lusitania will 
figure in history even more than did the 
Alabama. 

Besides the tragic loss of life involved, 
much treasure sank with the Cunard 
liner, and, though salvage at this date 
in such depth ot sea must be difficult and 
hazardous, success might be well re- 
warded. Will the divers’ work throw any 
light on one great war controversy—the 
German assertion that the liner carried 
munitions of war? 


Lord Byng and His Peerage. 


Lord Byng of Vimy, who in 1926, in 
recognition of his distinguished services 
to his country, was created a Viscount and 
given a grant from the public funds of 
£30,000, will take his seat as a Viscount 
in the House of 
Lords to-day, and 
will thus bring to a 
close an unfortunate 
difference over the 
formal acceptance of 
the honour. 

Lord Byng, when 
the honour was con- 
‘ferred upon him, con- 
tended that, as had 
been the case with 
other distinguished 
men, he should be ex- 
cused the fees which 
are attendant upon 
the formalities of 
acceptance of a peerage. 

The British authorities could not at first 
see their way to make this concession, but 
Lord Byng persisted in his claim, and 
eventually carried his point, and will thus 
take his seat in circumstances which 
satisfy his honour. 


His Army Career. 


He is the seventh son of the second Ear! 
of Strafford, and was born in 1862. His 
first commission in the British Army was 
in the 10th Hussars, which he joined in 
1883. His promotion was very rapid, and 
by 1901 he had reached the rank of 
Colonel. He saw active service with the 
Soudan Expedition and in the South 
African War. 

In the European War he held high 
commands. 
the 3rd Division, and later of the 9th and 
then the 17th Army Corps. From 1917 
to the end of the war he had charge of 
the 3rd Army. In 1921 he was appointed 
Governor-General of Canada, and occupied 
that position up to 1926.

| Farms and Dogs. 


Sir Abe Bailey, the South African 
millionaire, has been entertaining the 
Empire farmers who are now touring in 
England.. He was unable to be present 
at the luncheon, but wrote an amusing 
letter. “Among my many interests,” he 
wrote, “has been an acute interest in a 
gamble, and, as far as I can judge, farm- 
ing is as big a gamble as any reasonable

like the will of Rabelais. It consisted of 
these words: ‘I owe much and I have 
nothing. The rest I give to the poor.’ ” 

I hope that the Irish farmers in general 
do not take RA such a gloomy view of 
our staple industry. Officially, of course, 
they do; but, in spite of Sir Abe Bailey, 
farmers seem generally able to “carry on.’’ 

Lady Bailey, the. celebrated airwoman, 
is a sister of Lord Rossmore, who at one 
time used to have a breed of red and white 
Irish setters. I do not know if he keeps 
any of them still; at the dog shows you 
only now see the Irish Red Setter, and 
never the Red and White. 

While on the subject of dogs, I saw an 
interesting article in The Times a few 
days ago on Charles Dickens’s pets, by his 
son, Sir Henry Dickens. Sir Henry 
stated that one of his father’s pets was an 
“Trish Bloodhound ' called Sultan, who 
seemed to have an especial dislike to any- 
thing red; so much so that Sultan had 
been known to charge a regiment of 
soldiers. Charles Dickens used always 
after that episode to call Sultan the 
Fenian. 

I have a good working knowledge of the 
various breeds of dogs, especially the Irish 
varieties, and I have never heard of a 
breed called Irish Bloodhounds. Can any 
of my readers enlighten me whether such 
a breed ever existed? 


Ghe Dingle Peninsula. 


A paragraph in Saturday’s “ Diary,” 
writes a friend, makes me regret that I 
did not meet Mr. F. E. Stephens when 
he was staying near Coumeenole, in the 
Dingle Peninsula. It is only a few days 
since I left the charms of the Peninsula 
behind me, and, like Mr. Stephens, I 
found both people and place absorbingy 
interesting. No doubt, he too inspected 
the bee-hive unmortared stone houses, or 
clochans, which are among the sights of 
Coumeenole. But for the fact that they 
lack their original tops, they are good 
specimens of these ancient dwellings of a 
primitive people, and they are well 
preserved. 

There is, indeed, one of these bee-hive 
houses in a complete state, roof and all, 
in Coumeenole. But it is a modern 
structure, erected by the father-in-law of 
the owner of the land on which the whole 
group is built. It gives a good idea of 
what the original clochan was like. Its 
builder designed it for a dairy, and I am 
told that it serves the purpose very 
effectively. 


A Pleasant Drive. 


From the town of Dingle through 
Ventry and Coumeenole around Slea 
Head and Brandon Head, and back 
through Ballyferriter and Ballydavid, is 
one of the pleasantest drives that have 
fallen to my lot for many moons. High 
hills, steep cliffs and numerous little 
inlets, not to speak of Ventry Harbour, 
Smerwick Harbour and the.Blaskets, make 
the Peninsula wonderfully attractive to 
the visitor in fine weather, and I was not 
surprised to find that the traveller who 
comes once comes often, and stays as long 
as he can. 

The people speak of Dublin and Dublin 
artists and scholars as familiarly as if 
they knew the city as intimately as they 
do their own countryside. I was mightily 
overjoyed, to quote Pepys, to find the 
father and mother of a well-known Gaelic 
writer taking as much interest in the 
literary gossip of Dublin as if they were 
mixed in the more or less Bohemian circles 
of the capital. 


Dingle’s History. 


In its time, but the time is long since 
past, Dingle was a flourishing town. It 
was incorporated by Queen Elizabeth in 
1585 and granted the same privileges as 
were enjoyed by Drogheda with 
superiority over the harbours of Ventry 
and Smerwick, and Elizabeth gave it £300 
for the building of a wall around it. 
James I. gave it a charter in the fourth 
year of his reign, and it had its own 
M.P. for hundreds of years. 

Froude says somewhere that the then 
Earl of Desmond called on the ambas- 
sador of Charles V. at his lodgings in 
Dingle, but, while poets and earls are 
still to be met with in the Peninsula, 
royal ambassadors frequent it no more. 
At one time much of the land around 
Dingle belonged to the Hussey family. 


Ghe Hussey Family. 


In modern times the most famous of 
the name was Samuel M. Hussey, one of 
the most abused land agents in Ireland in 
the troublous years of the last century. 
“Sam” Hussey, as he was called by 
friend and enemy, was a noted raconteur. 
One of his stories about Gladstone deserves 
to live. That statesman had been told 
that Lord Clonbrock could give him infor- 
mation that would be invaluable to him 
in drafting the Home Rule Bill. Accord- 
ingly, Mrs. Gladstone was told to invite 
his lordship to luncheon. 

Mistaking the mame she invited the 
Lord Clonmel of the time, ‘‘a jovial 
sportsman,’’ said Hussey, ‘‘ known to his 
friends by the nickname of “Old Sherry !’’ 
Lord Clonmel consulted a few cronies, 
and on their advice accepted the invita- 
tion to Downing street. The French 
Ambassador was the only other guest that 
day. Gladstone thought Clonmel a little 
odd, and his attire somewhat demonstra- 
tive, but was prepared for eccentricity in 
an Irish Peer. His guest did full justice 
to the meal, but preserved impenetrable 
silence. 

Then the Prime Minister took him 
apart and said: “Now I want you, 
privately and confidentially, to give me 
your view of the exact relation between 
landlord and tenant in Ireland.” 
“ Absolute hell, my dear boy, absolute 
hell’’! was tle emphatic reply of the old

Engineers in Ireland. 


Though very infrequent visits to the 
Engineers’ Hall in Dawson street, Dublin, 
had no direct connection with the science 
of engineering, I found myself under the 
solemn, and not unfriendly, gaze of many 
distinguished ex-Presidents of the Institu- 
see tion of Civil Engi- 
: neers oí Ireland. 'To 
name, at random, a 
few oí the more dis- 
tinguished men, 
whose portraits 
decorate the walls of 
the beautiful little 
hall, there were: Sir 
John Fox Burgoyne, 
K.C.B., who occn- 
pied the first presi- 
dential chair of the 
Institution just 93 
years ago; Sir 
Richard Griffith, and 
Dr. Bindon Stoney, 
whose respective presidential years were 
3861 and 1871; and Robert Manning, 
under whose presidency the Institution 
received its Royal Charter of Incorpora- 
tion .in 1877.

lí Mr. de Valera and his colleagues

One of these five measures is entitled 
the “Local Authorities (Mutual Assur- 
ance) Bill,” and is designed '' to give 
retrospective protection to Irish Public 
Bodies Mutual Insurances, Ltd., in re- 
spect of certain matters ” arising out of 
recent litigation in the Dublin Courts. 
The others are Constitutional Amending 
Bills additional to and, in the main, con- 
sequential upon the five already intro- 
duced. 

They provide for the filling of casual 
vacancies by a vote of both Houses and 
for a recasting of those provisions govern- 
ing occasions of non-agreement between 
the Houses. . 

One of the bills, if passed, will deprive 
the Senate of its power to “hold up”’ 
legislation for 270 days, and another pro- 

to make Senators eligible for mem- 
bership of thee Executive Council. 

Until last week, when the Fianna Fail 
Party opposed the first reading of the first 
five Amending Bills, the introduction of 
a new measure, no matter how important 
its character, has always been a per- 
functory business; indeed, the Bohndary 
Agreement Bill, I think, provided the 
only case in which the motion for intro- 
duction was 0 : 

It appears aoe that Fianna Fail has 
made up its mind to resist any and every 
motion emanating from the Government 
benches, so that last Wednesday 's per- 
formance is likely to be repeated on the 
introduction of. the five new bills to-day. 
The Ministry is in no way perturbed by 
the prospect which a continuance of this 
policy would seem to open up, and, while 
the early adjournment originally planned 
will not now be possible, the Whips see 
no reason why the House should not be 
able to rise before the Horse Show. 

It is not essential to the plans of the 
Ministry that all the new bills at present 
before the House shall be passed before 
the recess. Only about four of them are 
really urgent, and if he is determined to 
obtain legislative sanction for these before 
August, I fancy that President Cosgrave 
will be able to achieve his purpose with- 
out taxing his natural ingenuity.

particularly those written for Delilah. 
Last night’s performance equalled the 
standard of any previous presenta- 
tion. The company was well chosen, with not 
a weak link in any part. Outstanding, of 
course, was the Samson of Mr. Frank gs 
The part seemed to have been specially 
designed for him. Fortunate in the possession 
of a commanding physique, he also possesses 
% commanding voice, and last night he must 
have thrilled those who heard him for the 
first time. He was in first-rate form, and 
from his opening appeal: “ Let us pause, my 
brothers,”’ en io “á his voice rang with 
telling effect through all the varying passion 
of the part. It was always beautifully con- 
trolled—some of the softer passages were 
exquisite in their execution, and even in the 
most impassioned moments he was always 
master of himself. The audience marked their 
appreciation by numerous recalls. 

Miss Constance Willis shared with Mr. 
Mullings the honours of the evening. Already 
a warm favourite with opera-loving folk at 
the Gaiety Theatre, she won further favours 
by her performance of Delilah, in which she 
revealed great artistry. In the second act she 
reached a high level, particularly in the 
passionate love scene with Samson. “ Love, 
from thy power,” and ‘Softly awakes thy 
heart,” were finished pieces of interpretation. 

Bernard Ross sang the part of the High 
Priest with a fine air of dignity, and Mr. 
William Anderson revealed a lovely warm 
quality of tone in the music of the Aged 
Hebrew. The trio in which he took part with 
Samson and Delilah at the close of the first 
act (‘‘I come to celebrate thy victory’’) was 
a delightful bit of work. 

Mr. Philip Bertram sang the part of Abime- 
lech, and one’s only regret was that it cave 
him so little scope. 

The performance was conducted by Mr. 
Robert Ainsworth, and under his guidance 
the orchestra brought out the beauties of the 
music. There were moments. as, for instance. 
in the love passages in the second act, when 
the most delightful effect was achieved in the 
relation between the singers and the instru- 
mentalists. 

The stage settings and effects were well 
managed, and contributed to the general 
success of the performance.

| DO not know whether women in general 

would be regarded as shining in the 
capacity of buyers and sellers of cars, but 
this is an aspect of motor car ownership 
which is distinctly worthy of attention. A 
great many of us, for instance, who cre 
not in the fortunate state described ns 
“rolling in money ” give long and earnest 
thought to the question whether it is a 
better plan to buy a second-hand cur, and 
so avoid the first year’s heavy deprecia- 
tion charges. Then again, the choice be- 
tween a cheap car that may be renewed 
every year and a better-class vehicle that 
can be relied upon for good service over a 
period of years, is a serious problem that 
we have to face. 

Depreciation and such matters jie rai her 
outside the woman’s province as a rule, 
but I suppose that the introduction of this 
kind of high finance into feminine in- 
terests is yet another thing that can te 
put to the credit of the motor car. As a 
matter of fact, for those to whom a sum 
of several hundred pounds is a serious 
item (and that means most of us, I sup- 
pose), it is really highly important that 
the financial] side of the question should 
be considered in all its bearings. 


TWO METHODS. 


There are two distinct methods of car 
ownership to be considered; and, though 
with care the actual financial result does 
not greatly differ, there are other little 
points to be considered which may make 
all the difference to the pride of posses- 
sion that is a large part of the joy of 
motoring. First of all, then, we all like 
our cars to look as spick and span as pos- 
sible for as long a period as possible. The 
idea of getting a new car every year is an 
obvious means to the achievement of this 
end, if the financial requirements of that 
policy are feasible. We are, of course, 
undertaking to bear the heavy item of first 
year depreciation every year; but this is 
largely discounted if we choose a car that 
is an acknowledged “best-seller ” in the 
used car market. There are such vehicles, 
and, although it would be out of place for 
me to name specific makes, the prospective 
purchaser may easily enough discover 
them by running thruogh the advise- 
ments. 

With the knowledge thus gained, a very 
fair idea of the annual motoring bill, if 
ownership is conducted on these lines, can 
be gained. It must be remembered that 
against the heavy depreciation must be 
set the fact that, with the ordinary care 
and luck, the annual bill for repairs 
should be so small as to be negligible, 
while an actual overhaul is dodged alto- 
gether. 

Tyres also do not need renewing inside 
the mileage which the average driver is 
likely to put up every year. Even the 
bodywork and finish of the most inmex- 
pensive of modern vehicles should stand a 
twelve months’ use without approaching 
dilapidation ; but upon the care which 1s 
bestowed on exterior appearance depends, 
to a very large extent, the success of 
failure of this method of car-keeping. 


KNOW WHERE YOU ARE. 


The alternative method, however, has 
equally important points in its favour. 
The purchase of a car of renowned trust- 
worthiness and long satisfactory service is 
a matter of far greater precision, and the 
money end of the question is a lot less 
dependent upon luck. You buy a car, 
which will probably involve a considerably 
greater initial outlay, with the deliberate 
intention of keeping it for, say, five years, 
and in the full knowledge that it will not 
be at all readily saleable except at a very 
low figure when that period has elapsed. 

In this instance also appearance has 
very much to do with the matter, but it is 
not so much condition as up-to-dateness 
that counts. I mean that there are plenty 
of makes of cars which anyone who knows 
would willingly possess, inspite of an age 
of five years, if the bodywork were not too 
antiquated, especially as the price to be 
paid is sure to be something of a bargain. 

Suppose, for the sake of argument, that 
you pay £500 for the car when new, and 
at the end of five years itg sale realises 
£250. I have taken those figures only be- 
cause they are nice and easy, by the way. 
With such knowledge, you appreciate ex- 
actly where you are at any time. There 
are no involved sums in regard to de- 
preciation to be worked out—your owner- 
ship of a car has cost, or is going to cost, 
roughly, a pound a week. 


A MIDWAY COURSE. 


Some people might suggest that there 
is a midway course—that you do not neces- 
sarily want to get rid of a perfectly good 
and respectable-looking car so soon; or, 
on the other hand, you do not want to 
hang on for so long to a vehicle that. gets 
more antiquated every year. I shal] not 
be downright on that point, because cir- 
cumstances alter cases, and, by taking 
your time about it, there is often an 
opportunity of realising a much better 
price for a car than if you determine to 
sell it before the Motor Show, for instance, 
or within any other given period. Per- 
sonally, however, I think most people re- 
gard a.car that is even so little as one 
month over the twelve months old in a 
very different light from the genuine 
yearling. It becomes immediately a two- 
year-old, in fact, and the price suffers in 
proportion. 

The better class car, too, may just as 
well be retained, because an age of three 
years, for example, is just as bad to the 
average purchaser as one of five years, and 
the depreciation account must inevitably 
suffer, since you will not get a figure for 
the car at the end of three, instead of five, 
years that 1s very much better. Every 
owner must, of course, work things out. 
No writer can possibly divine all the com- 
binations of circumstances that affect the 
matter, and that is why I say that every 
buyer should study the mathematical side 
of the question—at least, sufficiently to 
be able to judge the kind of responsibility 
involved. 


HIRE PURCHASE. 


Hire purchase is even more important, 
now that the gradual payment system is 
being employed so extensively. . In their 
joy at discovering that they can enter into 
possession of a nice new car by putting 
down a ridiculously small sum of money, 
1 am afraid a good many people are apt 
to ignore the fact that, the less they pay, 
down, the more they wil] have to pay for 
the periodical instalments. ‘these instal- 
ments, added to the normal cost ol 
running, and plus again some allowance 
towards’ depreciation, put the possession 
of a car morally beyond their reach. 

_ Very often an honest survey of the situa- 

tion will show that there is only one real 
possibility of becoming a car-owner, end 
that is through the medium of the used 
car market. Most people are much more 
distrustful of this market than there is 
any need to be. I do not say that there 
are no unscrupulous.

| take advantage of maidenly ignorance of 


current car values, but I am quite sure 
that, if one goes to any well-known firm, 
or to the manufacturers of a car them- 
selves, a perfectly straight deal may be 
depended upon. In the latter instance, 
especially, the car itself will differ from a 
new one straight out of the works only 
in being devoid of one or two special 
mechanical features which are seldom

FREE STATE MINISTRY'S PLANS. 
CONTINUATION SCHOOLS. 


THE COMMISSION ON TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION. 


——— 


At its annual Congress in Limerick 
vesterday the Irish Technical Instruction 
Association passed a resolution asking the 
Free State Government to give effect to 
the report of the committee which recently 
inquired into the question of technical 
education. 

Mr. J. M. O'Sullivan, Minister for 
Education, described the report as a most 
valuable one. The value of technical 
education, he said, was not properly 
appreciated in the country, and they 
should not rest satisfied until it had taken 
a place in the national scheme as natural 
as primary or secondary education. 

The plan at which the Ministry aimed 
provided for compulsory education of one 
sort or another for all pupils up to the 
ave of sixteen years. 

“The aim,” he said, “is to substitute 
for the old system, in which post-primary 
education was a luxury for the children of 
the well-to-do, a democratic system in which 
no distinction of class or means will be 
permitted to prevent any class of the 
population from obtaining the benefit of 
post-primary education, In large towns 
the time is ripe for compulsory attendance 
at continuation schools by those not in 
immediate employment. 

At a dinner given by the Mayor and 
Corporation of Limerick, Major Stanley, 
of Belfast, praised the report of the Com- 
mission, and said that the North probably 
would follow the example of the Free State 
in respect of its recommendations. 


CIVIC WELCOME. 


leaving certificates of the primary school

to every subsequent extension of education. 

The great bulk of thee people were still 
without any form of education other than 
the primary. It was a regrettable fact that 
almost 75 per cent. of their people got no 
systematic education whatever after the age 
of fourteen. ey could not remain satisfied 
with: that state of affairs. There would 
have to be some system of continuation 
schools along with technical schools. He 
would point out that technical education was 
not mere craft education, but was educa- 
tion in the full sense of the word. Its aim 
ought to be to build up the personality of 
the individual, to make every man more use- 
ful as a member of his profession, as a mem- 
ber of the family, as a member of the com- 
munity, as a member of the State. 

Their aim for the future, so far as it 
could be seen, was something like the 
following :— 

“(83 The basic stage would be the primary 
system, with a general education up to the 
age of 14 for all children ;

“ (a) Part-time continuation education up 
to 16 or 18 for those children whose parents 
could not afford to keep them free for a 
whole-time educaffon.

"BUS FARES, 

The Rev. J. J. Kennedy, Co. Wicklow, 
appealed for the provision of some fund, out 
of which the ‘bus fares of country pupils 
could be paid to technical schools in the 
towns. 

Mr. Louis O'Carroll (Dublin) spoke of the 
importance of the neglected school subject of 
drawing for all going in for technical educa- 
tion. Fora long time he had been endeavour- 
ing to persuade the trade unions in Dublin 
to insist on a higher standard of education 
for apprentices, but he had not been success- 
ful.

AGRICULTURAL MATTERS. 


INSTRUCTORS’ CONFERENCE IN 


DUBLIN. 


At the monthly meeting of the Dublin 
County Committee of Agriculture, which was 
held in the offices of. the Dublin County 
Council yesterday. Mr. T. Ward, Secretary, 
announced that in the butter-making competi- 
tions held at Belfast, pupils of the Dublin 
County Instructress in Detievduakion had 
been very successful. 

A letter from the Free State Department cf 
Agriculture stated that a conference of agri- 
cultural instructors would be held in Dublin 
on June 20 and following days, and asking 
permission for the attendance of the county 
mstructor to listen to lectures on agricultural 
credits. milling wheats, development of 
clovers, live-stock breeding schemes, market- 
ing potatoes, intensive manuring of grass land 
and other requirements of their work. 

Colonel Hely-Hutchinsun said that that was 
& very practical method of keeping the 
instructors up-to-date. 

EXPENSES OF DELEGATES. 

Mr. P. Belton, who presided, said that the 
Free State Department of Agriculture had 
refused to pay the expenses of delegates +o 
the Agricultural Congress held in Dublin. 
The Department also had refused to pay the 
expenses of delegates who attended the Grain 
Conference held in 1925 for the purpose of 
encouraging sgggga “sr As a result, of 

t-growing experiments 
were carried out, and out of over 200 samples 
examined from the twenty-six counties it was 
found that 90 per cent. of these were of good 
milling quality. The best wheat was grown 
in County Dublin, and the general result 
showed that they could under modern con- 
ditions grow wheat successfully. He com- 
plained of the action of the Department in 
refusing to pay the epenses of delegates to 
the Agricultural Conference held on Ist and 
2nd March, and at the Agricultural Congress 
held previously. He thought that farmers, 
who did all the work, should not be deprived 
of the right of meeting in conference, while 
instructors were called together. 

Professor Bayley-Butler thought it a pity 
that their instructors should be handicapped 
m this matter.

Dangers of Radium. 


It is now nearly a quarter of a century 
since the element radium was isolated 
by Madame Curie, and a new chapter 
in physical science was opened.

To the average 
man and woman the new methods 
of healing the body that came into being 
appear the most beneficial results of the 
new knowledge. At every stage, however, 
the accumulation of that new knowledge 
entailed sacrifice. The medical uses of 
radium were not established until one man 
of science after another had endured pain- 
ful wounds and sometimes disablement, 
through the impredictable conduct of the 
forces under his hands. Even to-day, as a 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
points out, radium still so far resists con- 
trol that its use is attended with danger 
to the physicians who apply it. The 
greatest benefits that have proceeded from 
the subdued element are seen in the treat- 
ment. of cancer, that deadliest scourge of 
our civilisation. At one great hospital—the 
Middlesex Cancer Hospital—the radium 
used would not fill an ordinary tea spoon. 
This tiny measure of the element; however, 
is kept locked in a safe and screened with 
considerably more than a ton of lead, lest 
its unbridled rays should penetrate to 
neighbouring rooms and injure doctors or 
patients. Various methods are used in the 
curative application of radium. In 
Germany a system was devised whereby 
patients breathed for some hours in a 
closed chamber which contained a certain 
measure of radium emanation. It was 
claimed that the emanation gradually per- 
meated the body and exerted a healing 
power. Rheumatism has been treated 
with drinking-water in which radium

gas has been dissolved. The most 


common method oí application, however, 
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is by the placing of little tubes, containing 
scór cg Tar iris or its gas, beside the 
affected part of the body. “In cancer cases 
as many as twenty tubes may be employed. 
Among the slighter inconveniences of 
radium treatment is the effect upon 
physicians who breathe radium gas while 
dealing with the mineral. The effect of 
the gas is to provoke nightmares. Danger 
of a graver kind is involved every time 
when tubes containing the mineral or the 
gas are scaled. 


Carpets. 


A commercial exhibition of Oriental 
carpets and rugs is being held in London. 
Among the treasures which are displayed 
is the “Curtain of Ten Thousand 


Buddhas,” which once adorned the 
Imperial Temple in the Forbidden City 
of Peking. From Persia comes a hunting 
carpet of vast size, in which the jungle 
and its wild denizens are depicted. From 
Kurdistan come tent rugs woven for 
wealthy nomads or big game hunters of 
the eighteenth century. How precious 
antique carpets may be, or may become, 
can be judged from the fact, mentioned 
by Mr..C. Tattersall, that the Chelsea 
carpet exhibited at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum was bought for £100 and 
now is estimated to be worth from five 
hundred to a thousand times that sum. 
London has been called the Bagdad of 
the West, and the opulence of a Bagdad 
alone could provide a mart for these 
costly wares. Americans, however, are 
the most eager buyers. Carpets and rugs 
are crossing the Atlantic in large 
numbers, and it is expected that within a 
few years antique specimens remaining in 
the Old World will have multiplied their 
money value. Pile carpets are believed 
to have been invented in Persia and to 
have found their origin in the Persian 
habit of sleeping on the ground. The 
secret or custom of their manufacture is 
said to have spread over the East in the 
track of Mohammedan conquest. The 
Holy Carpet of the Moslem world—a 
silken fabric sent to Mecca every year 
to cover the Kaaba during the religious 
exercises of the pilgrims—this year was 
woven in India. Not until long after 
the end of the Middle Ages was the 
manufacture of pile carpets introduced to 
the Western world. It is not commonly 
known that in most of the Dominion 
Parliament Houses there are carpets 
manufactured by hand in Ireland.

Russian Funds. 

The Labour Party, apparently, is deter- 
mined to make the most of the disclo- 
sures regarding the Russian source of 
Communist funds. Yesterday Mr 
Thomas took a leading part in suggesting 
the possibility that the action of the three 
Communists who had conveyed Russian 
money to the party was illegal, and this 
afternoon Mr. Snowden extracted from 
the Home Secretary a promise that he 
would publish a White Paper giving the 
complete results of his recent investiga- 
tions. The desire of the Labour Party to 
make known the : 
money, and, possibly, to stop them is 
easily understood when it is realised that 
the main efforts of the Communist Party 
are directed against Labour.

The debate will be continued to-morrow, 
when the division will be taken about 11 
p-m., immediately after the Prime 
Minister’s closing speech in favour of the 
Book. As there has been no preliminary 
census of a trustwonthy kind, predictions 
about the result of the division are largely 
All the political parties are 
divided on the issue. Last December the

There is a general impression that this 
time the total vote will be heavicr. 
Liberals remain hostile to the Book, while 
at least sixteen members of the Labour 
Party who abstained last December have 
promised on this occasion to vote against 
the Book. This change of attitude is be- 
lieved to be attributable to pressure from 
their constituencies. 

On the other hand, some of the Con- 

servative members who last December 
either voted against the Book or abstained 
intend to vote in favour of the Book this 
week. 
_It is believed that which ever way the 
decision of the House goes on Thursday 
the majority will be a small one. In 
December last the. majority against the 
Book was 33. 

After the Solicitor-General has spoken 
to-day, Sir Samuel Roberts, Conservative 
member for Hereford, will open the attack 
on the measure.

Roland and Hilda Harrisson—took a farm, 
in the neighbourhood of Easton Grey, in 
Wilts., which had long been the home of 
my sister-in-law, Mrs. Graham Smith. 
Roland Harrisson was a professional 
soldier. He was mobilised and sent to 
France, where he fonght with occasional 
intervals of leave until he was killed in 
action in the autumn of 1917.” 

Sir Maurice Bonham-Carter informed a 
Press Association’ reporter last night that 
Mrs. Harrisson became a firm friend of 
Lord and Lady Oxford, and she and Lord 
Oxford corresponded frequently.

In Tientsin City there|had been much 
looting and sporadic rifle firing, inevitable 
on such occasions. No Nationalist troops 
have arrived, but the Chinese are donning 
Nationalist uniforms and plundering the 
shops. Chinese fired some rifle shots at 
Japanese sentries on the border of the 
Japanese concession, but there were no 
casualties. 

Chinese civilians are overcrowding the 
concessions, which are perfectly peaceful, 
and the restoration of normal conditions 
is probable within a few days. Nationalist 
flags are already flying on many buildings. 

CRISIS OVER. 

Undoubtedly the influence of the 
foreign contingents has been the principal 
factor in preventing panic. 

Looting continues in the Chinese city, 
but the crisis seems past.

BIG BREAK ON NEW 
YORK EXCHANGE. 


LARGEST SALES IN HISTORY 


From Revutrer’s CorRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

After an early rally prices on the Stock 
Market to-day again plunged downward 
in a decided fashion as the process of 
liquidation continued. The movement 
was aided by declining confidence among 
the speculating public. 

The closing was weak under a deluge 
of selling orders, which swamped the 
Exchange, particularly in the final hour, 
when the prices of many issues dropped 
from 5 to 25 points a share. The tape 
machine was more than an hour behind 
the market. 

Another violent break of more than 35 
points in Bank of Italy Corporation 
occurred to-day on the ‘‘ curb market.” 
A notable transaction was a block of ten 
thousand shares of General Motors, which 
changed hands at 175. At the close yes- 
terday the price was 1834, as compared 
with the recent high level of 210. 

Radios, which had withstood previous 
selling attacks, suddenly broke from 
196.50 to 168, closing at 171, a net loss 
on the day of 23.50 dollars. American 
International Corporation, International 
Combustion and Wabash Railroads, as 
well as numerous other Industrials and 
Railways, declined from four to ten 
points. 

The sales of stocks crossed the five 
million mark for the first time in history. 
Among other outstanding declines, Radio 
Corporation broke from 196. to 166, and 
closed at 171. Other losses ranged from 
ten to seventeen points.

There are other measures under con-| 
sideration, including the formulation of 
new by-laws governing "bus traffic and 
circumscribing the areas in which. “buses 
may travel. 

It was suggested that "buses should not 
be allowed to cross the Queen's or Albert 
Bridges over the River Lagan, buf regula- 
tions of this nature, it was feared, would 
be so keenly resented by the public that 
the Home Office would not sanction them. 

The Corporation Law Officérs are still 
further considermy the problem of how 
to save the tramway system from extine- 
tion by the bus menace.

IRISH FREE STATE. 
~. EXPORTS. 


“THE HOLYHEAD 
SPURIT.”’ 


The. London, Midland and Scottish | 
Railway, says The Times, has shown 
sound business enterprise in inviting Mr. 
Cosgrave and several members of his 
Executive, together with. representatives 
of big food-producing firms in the Irish 
Free State, to pay a visit to Holyhead. 
Their object was to enable them to meet 
there face to face men in this country 
who are interested in the import of their 
products. Phere is no doubt, as Mr. 
Cosgrave said, at the luncheon given on 
Monday in their honour, that the growing 
value of these Free State exports has not 
hitherto been properly appreciated, 

The position is now very different from 
what it.was a few years ago. In 1924-26 
the volume of Free State trade showed a 
steady decline. . During the same period 
the adverse trade balance, which was 
£17,506,000 in 1924, increased to 
£18,569,000. and. £19,329,000 in the two 
following years, in marked contrast to 
the conditions under the British régime 
in Ireland, when the whole country. had 
a substantial balance of trade in its 
favour. Last year, however, both in the 
volume of exports and in the adverse 
ir which fell from £19,329,000 to 
£15,975,000, there was a decided change 
for the better. The chief increases in the 
exports, the value of which rose by almost 
three millions, were in pigs, fresh pork, 
fish, cream, butter and eggs, and it 
should be noticed, in passing, that the 
improvement in the last two cases is 
attributed to recent legislation dealing 
with packing and grading. 

Sir Josiah Stamp, in proposing Mr. 
Coszrave’s health, commented on the re. 
markable and rapid development of the 
Irish Free State under his Government, 
the firm grip which he has gained of the 
problems: of reconstruction, and the 
smoothness and efficiency with which the 
new machinery is working. Of this -de- 
velopment, the increase in food products 
for export is a very important feature, 
both to. the Free State itself, and to this 
country, to which, as he added, the health 
and welfare of Ireland are almost vital. 

No effort should be spared on either side 
of St. George's Channel to take advantage 
of the advance that has recently been 
made. In the Free State Mr. -Cosgrave 
guarantees that increased attention is 
being, and will be, paid mot only to in-| 
creasing the amount of food produced for 
export, but to its improvement in quality. 
The London, Midland and Scottish, for 
their part, are taking steps to perfect, in 
al] respects, the conditions of its transport 
to this country, and its principal markets. 

Altogether, the meeting between the 
Trish producers and. their British 
customers was marked throughout by a 
spirit of cheery optimism, for which there 
appears to be full justification. There is 
no question that good trade makes for 
good rélations between producer and con- 
sumer, and that good relations between 
producer and consumer make for good 
trade, and in this case what may be called 
the Holyhead spirit should lead to the 
favourable reacmon of both these . re- 
ciprocal benetits on each other.

America. 
AMERICA'S LEAD. 

The Congress will commence on June 26 
next. Preparations for the Congress were set 
on foot about eighteen months ago. It is 
one of a series held under the auspices of the 
International Dairy Federation, a y which 
has its headquarters in Brussels. Seven such 
meetings have so far been held, the largest 
and most importent being undoubtedly t 
which was organised by the United States in 
1923. This year’s Congress is the first to 
be held in Great Britain. 

In order to visualise to some extent the 
benefits which it is hoped will accrue from 
the holding of the Congress it is necessary 
to bear in mind certain facts. These are:— 

MILK PRODUCTION. 

(1) That a i is one of the most im- 
portant branches of agriculture, representin 
as it does virtually one-third of the tota 
agricultural wealth of Great. Britain. The 
production of milk exceeds one and a quarter 
thousand million gallons per annum. The head 
of dairy stock now amounts to three and 4 
quarter millions, and has increased by half a 
million @uting the past seven years. nally, 
although it is impossible to state precisely 
the number of milk producers engaged in the 
industry, this cannot be far short of a 
quarter of á million. — 

(2)—That milk occupies a place of uliar 
importance in the human diet. The cow 
has rightly been described as the foster 
mother of the race, and there is no doubt 
whatever that the condition of the milk 
supply, and the extent to which liquid milk 
is consumed, are essential factors in the wel- 
fare of people of all g MR Recent experi- 
mental work has conclusively shown the 
beneficial effects on the physigue and general 
health of growing children, which result 
from the addition of, say, a pint, or even 
half a pint, of fresh milk to their daily 
diet. From this high national standpoint, 
therefore, it is extremely regrettable that 
the average consumption of milk in Great 
Britain is so low, amounting, as it does, to 
less than half a pint Paes head per day. 

CLEANLINESS. 
(3)—It has also to be remembered that a 
reat deal more milk is produced in Great 
Britain than is consumed in a liquid state, 
the balance being made into products, such 
as butter and cheese. á 

(4)—One of the factors which has led to 
the relatively low consumption of milk in 
the past has been the lack of confidence in 
its cleanliness. Tt can be said with convic- 
tion, however, that in every branch of the 
dairying industry, ranging from thé process 
of milking on the farm to that of, delivery 

the town consumer, the las ten 
has ‘seen . enormous develop- 
in the direction of cleanliness and 
attention to method. The conditions 
milk production om farms to-day are 
immeasurably superior to those which often 
obtained before the war, and the country is 
now being supplied with a standard of milk 
which will compare favourably with that of 
any other country in the world. Thik progress 
which has been achieved at considerable 
expense by the various branches of the milk 
industry. producing and distributing, has not 
yet secured that appreciation from the con- 
suming public which it undoubtedly deserves. 
It is hited that one of the results of the 
Congress will be the enlightenment of the 
general public as to the cleanliness and nutri- 
tive value of the milk “ v with which 
they arc now provided. ntil this fact is 
generally and generously recognised, it is 
unlikely that any substantial increase in milk 
consumption will be achieved. , 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 

(5)—T The Congress will also proyide oppor- 
tunities for showing what is really meant 
by the dairy industry. The views. held on 
this point are too often vague and uninformed, 
and the complexity of the business of, pro- 
viding the dwellers in towns and citi2s with 
a daily supply of milk is only faintly appre 
ciated. Those who participate in the Congress, 
or who are reached by the Press reports of 
its proceedings, will be able to gain some 
insight into the stages through which milk 
passe& on its way from the producer to the 
consumer and the care and attention bestowed 
on the treatments it undergoes in the interests 
of public health. Only with such knowledge 
is it possible..to appreciate properly the cost 
of milkthandling on the up-to-date lines which 
operate to-day, 

PROBLEMS. 


(6)—At the same time, no industry, however 
up-to-date, will be bold enough to say that 
it has achieved the last word in development. 
It is recognised by those engaged in 
the milk industry, that there are numerous 
problems confronting them day by day 
which hinder further development, and which 
need mutual discussion before satisfactory 
solutions can be expected. 

One of the main objects of the Congress is 
to secure the assembly of dairying experts 
from all parts of the world, in order that the 
various problems may freely and frankly 
discussed. The problems themselves may be 
classified under two heads. In the first place, 
there are what may be termed the broad, 
practical, and economic problems concerned ; 
for example, with methods of production, 
manufacture, marketing, and publicity, which 
are very much in the limelight in dairying 


circles. 
PUBLICITY. 


Problems of this character form the sub- 
ects of the papers which will be read by 
{octin authorities at the a and will 
be followed by discussions. To these paper- 
reading sessions members of the Press are 
invite d the publicity which will ensue 
will do &. gtéat amount of good in drawing 
attention “to the leading problems affecting 
the indústry here and in securing their free 
ventilation outside. ; 

The Congress Committee have secured the 
interest and cordial support not only of the 
industry itself, in all its branches, but of the 
Government.

THE MOTOR INDUSTRY. 

He did not hesitate to say that, as regarded 
modern. engineering, we could offer shippers 
all over the world a range of ex- 
perience and a variety of design which no 
other country could equal. If there was one 
industry which had very gratifying features 
it, was the motor industry. The rate of pro- 
duction was steadily on the increase, not so 
much in respect of the higher-priced cars as 
in the turning out of inexpensive machines, 
suitable for the vast masses of the proletariat. 

After having passed other trades. and in- 
dustries in rapid review, he summed up the 
position by saying that, whilst clearly there 
was progress, it tended to be jerky. The 
effect of the Merchandise Marks Act was 
shown in an increased tendency to buy 
British goods, and the Films Act had been 
a marked success. They had more than 
doubled the number of British films required 
for the quota in the first year, and it was 
gratifying to know that British films were 
making their way into foreign countries on 


their merits. 


Mr. William Graham considered that the 
President of the Board of Trade had rather 
overstated the case, and that we had a long 
way to go before we could congratulate our- 
selves on the state of our trade.

EQUAL FRANCHISE BILL. 


A gallant, but unsuccessful, attempt by a 
number of noble lords to restrict the exten- 
sion of the Franchise to women of 25 and 
upwards was made when the House of Lords 
this evening considered the Representation ei 
the People (Equal Franchise) Bill in com- 
mittee, AR 

Lord Newton, who led the Opposition to 
the bill, said that they had been advised 
by Lord Birkenhead to accept the measure )n 
a spirit of resolute resignation. A better 
phrase would have been that used by 
one of his predecessors—viz., “sombre 
acquiescence,” but, so far as he was person- 
ally concerned, neither of these phrases was 
adoguate to express his objections to the bill. 
He. feared that the time would come when 
the Labour Party we say: “Let us take 
away the vote from all old people over fifty, 
and bestow it upon the bright young gn ó 
of fourteen or fifteen, who have been properly 
schooled in the principles of Communism.” 
The franchise was already too wide, and the 
more it was extended the less value would 
attach to votes, and the less they would be 
valued. What was universal property was cf 
no value at all. The electorate, like the 
House of Lords, was over-grown, and there 
was a danger of its political quality becoming 
diminished. 

Viscount Cecil refused to consider the 
amendment, which, if accepted, would, he 
said, wholly destroy the bill. 

The Lord Chancellor also spoke strongly 
against any attempt to amend the bill by so 
striking a departure from its principles. As 
to Lord Newton’s observations about Com- 
munism, Lord Hailsham declared that nothing 
was more calculated to encourage Communism 
than the knowledge that the Conservative 
Party were afraid to trust the young people 
of the country with the vote until they 
reached the age of twenty-five. 

The amendment was defeated by 87 votes 
to 41, and the committee stage was concluded.

His case was hopeless from the beginning. 
He had two scalp wounds behind the left 
ear, but they were not the cause of death, 
which resulted from shock following the 
immersion, 

A verdict in accordance was returned, and 
sympathy was tendered to the relatives oí 
the deceased man.

When she left she said “ bye, 
all.”” As she left the room, out of the hear- 
ing of Miss’ Savidge, Chief Inspector Collins 
asked her what she thought of Miss Savidge. 
She said that she thought she was a well. 
balanced girl and able to take care of her- 
self. She had formed that opinion during 
their conversation on the way to Scotland 
Yard. 

Sir Patrick Hastings (cross-examining)— 
Why sometimes do women go to Scotland 
Yard with you and sometimes without? What 
do you imagine you are wanted for?—Only 
for their, comfort. 

Where do you get that word ‘‘ comfort” ?— 
It_is Inspector Collins’s word. 

He said you were there as a. comfort. 
Please do not think I am being ribald. Is 
that what you are known as at Scotland 
Yard—‘“Comfort’’? (Laughter.) 

Why does he call you a comfort and you 
call hg ne that’—I think it is more com- 
fortable for a young woman to talk to an- 
other woman than to sit silently at the back 
of a car by herself. 

Were you trying to lull her into a sense 
comfort’—There was no lulling. 

CHIEF CONSTABLE’S STORY. 
Chief Constable Wensley said that it was 
on his recommendation that Chief Inspector 
Collins was appointed to make inquiries into 
the Money case. 

Sir Patrick Hastings—If it was a question 
of Miss Savidge’s willingness to come to Scot- 
land Yard, can you suggest any reason why 
she should not have been told the day before 
that she would be welcomed—I do not use 
the word facetiously—there the following 
day—she was, wasn’t she? Let me make it 
plain. Could she not have been told on the 
14th that she would be required at Scotland 
Yard on the 15th? : 

Witness—I see no reason for it. 

K ME Tir as man to man, would it not-have 
made all the difference in the world to tho 
Miss Savidge to Scotland 
Yard if she had been invited the previous day 
instead of being suddenly invited by the 
presence of a police officer ’—~Personally -I see 
no difference. 

Miss Marie E. Egan, of the Constitutional 
Club, who introduced Miss Savidge to Sir 
Leo,gMoney, said that when she was told that 
Chief Inspector Collins wanted to see her, 
she insisted that the interview must take 
place at her house, and she insisted on her 
brother being present. 

Mr. Birkett—You are not going to suggest 
that you are not perfectly well able to take 
care of yourself, are you ’—No. 

In a word, you put these men from Scot- 
land Yard in their proper place?—I answered 
their questions. 

But before we get to questions. You 
imposed your will on them and said, “I am 
going to dictate the circumstances in which 
i. statement is taken and insist on them ”’? 
— Yes. 

It was your will that was supreme that 
night’—Oh, no. I think I must hand the 
palm to Mr. Collins. (Loud laughter, in 
which the members of the tribunal joined. ) 

But there was a pretty little contest before 
the palm was awarded’—Yes. _ . 

As a matter of fact, if you award the palm 
to Inspector Collins you came near to gaining 
it yourself?—I would not think so myself. 

The Chairman—She cannot be competitor 
ayd judge, (Laughter.) 


A SUBTLE COMPLAINT. 

Mr. Birkett—You really had nothing to com- 
plain of that night’—My complaint is a very 
subtle one. 

I will try to grasp it. What is it?—It is 
that Mr. Collins should take my statements 
and put. them on paper and give them a 
slightly different conception than that which 
I wished to convey. 

I am not at all wishful to go into any 
details of the statement, but you mean. that 
when you made. statements they got a slight 
gloss upon them when they were put down?— 
Yes, a slight gloss. 

Have you anything to complain of in the 
manner of Inspector Collins?’—Oh, no; he 
was quite bland. (Laughter.) 

Your vocabulary is pretty wide. Was he 
quite nice and kind in his bearing’—He was 
auite nice and bland?—~Yes; but bland. 
(Laughter.) | 

So far as his mariner is concerned it is 
quite clear that you have nothing to com- 
plain of except the subtle complaint you have 
mentioned ’—Yes. ; 

At the conclusion of the statement were 
these words added, ‘‘I have read over this 
statement and it is true ?”— As far as I can 
remember, those words were already here. 

Assuming they were there, you did read 
the statement, over and sign it ?—Yes. 

Were there one or two minor alterations 
made after you read it over ’—No. 

_ Those alterations were made during the 
interrogation. You have a subtle complaint 
which you find it difficult to put into words? 

When [ remonstrated with Mr. Collins 
about a* point he would become different. 
He would adopt rather a bullying attitade, 
wave his finger at me, and. say, '' Come 
along, we want’ the truth. We must get at 
the truth.”’ . : 


_ $IR A, BODKIN IN THE BOX. 

Sir Archibald Bodkin, Director of Public 
Prosecutions, said that in seeking the assist- 
ance of the C.I.D. to investigate the gravest 
charge of perjury that could be imagined 
against two police officers he had 
followed . the — ° practice which had 
been pursued for fifty years, 
and the only one he. was empowered to follow 
under the regulations. 

He learned for the first time, when reading 
Mr. Johnston’s — in Parliament, that 
Miss Savidge had heen to Scotland Yard. 

Answering the Chairman, he said that, 
having concluded that the magistrate con- 
sidered the policemen had committed perjury, 
he thought Miss Savidge and Sir Leo Money 
would have been the last to hesitate to come 
forward and tell the whole truth. He, 
certainly, was not wanting to have the whole 
of their doings for years investigated or dis- 
closed. e gave no instructions whatever 
or to the mode of interrogation of Miss 
Savidge, or that she wae to be taken to 
Scotland Yard. 

EASY TO TELL THE TRUTH. 

Questioned by Sir Patrick Hastings, Sir 
Archibald asked why should not Chief In- 
spector Collins have obtained information 
from Miss Savidge, who was only asked to 
tell the truth. He repeated that he 
gave no inetructions as to when, where, 
or how statements were to be taken. He 
knew Collins perfectly well and was absolutely 
saf®4ed to leave inquiries in his hands. Re- 
examined by Mr. Birkett, Sir Archibald said 
there was nothing more fallacious than the 
estimate of how long it would take to extract 
or get from a person his or her story. 

As to Miss Savidge’s nervous exhaustion, he 
said: “To tell the truth is so easy.

ADVANTAGE TO.

MEANS OF RAISING STANDARD 
OF PLAY, 

‘By MARY E. DIX. 

Each year more and more lawn tennis 
enthusiasts are forsaking outdoor play in 
the winter for the more congenial game 
under cover. Our unreliable climate is 
obviously mainly responsible, but hot en- 
tirely for, since the war, not only has the 
sm fás of play improved, but the pace of 
the e has changed. Hard hitting, too, 
has become an essential feature 

To-day no potential first-class player can 
hope to make a name for himself unless he 
i with all possible strokes, and 

and attack in his game. A survey 
of all the world's best post-war lawn tennis 
layers will show that this is so. here- 
ore, the potential, “star” will seek to find 

w he can best in the necessary per- 
feet stroke production and speed, and he will 
find at once that the slow, damp, hard cour‘s 
outside do not help him in his efforts. 

The Ohangeable ms Ró winter . also 
hinders him, for, so often he is left, somet‘1es 
for weeks on. end, unable to obtain any play 
at all on the frostbound—or, perhaps, owing 
to ccnstant thaws, waterlogged—coarts 
Through insufficient play he is, therefore, 
unable to obtain the practice so valuable 
during the winter months, regarded by many 
as the “off” season, and this is certainly so 
as regards important international fixtures. 
A NECESSITY. 

It is to such players—as well as those who 
only play the game chiefly for enjoyment 
and exercise—that the covered court becomes 
a necessity. Under cover climatic conditions 
do not interfere with the play in the least, 
and when the daylight fails, the artificial 
lighting system arenas a very. efficient sib- 
stitute. The surface remains always the

contend with, and no clover to provide queer 
bounces. i 

The pace of. the court, too, is never 
altered, and one knows to a nicety how the 
ball will bounce; therefore, the player cn 
concentrate on his stroke production. ‘lhe 
flight of the ball is much swifter, and tle 
game is necessarily quickened, and the 

layers automatically achieve more speed of 
oot than is required in a game on an ordi- 
nary hard court outside. This is all to the 
good, and is absolutely necessary if the 
player is aiming to improve his (or her) 
game. á : 

No doubt all these points are quite fami- 
liar to the lawn tennis enthusiasts, but they, 
in their turn, may have two big grudges 
against covered court tennis. Firstly, the 
big expense of the game under such condi- 
tions, and secondly, the lack of covered 
courts. The latter is undoubtedly lament- 
able, but, nevertheless, true condition of 
affairs. r 

At that world-famous Queen’s Club, 
West Kensington, there are five wood sur- 
faced courts, and the Dulwich Covered 
Courts Club possesses three. These, [ be- 
lieve, together with an asphalt court at 
Ranelagh Club, in Barnes, are the total of 
covered courts in use in London. An hotel 
at Cromer, in Norfolk, owns two magni- 
ficent covered en tout cas courts, and another 
hotel at Llandudno, in Wales, has for many 
years been popular among tennis players for 
its delightful covered court. 

NOT SUCCESSFUL. 

\-Scotland can boast of some courts also, 
but I understand that, financially they are 
not successful. Which brings me to the 
first complaint voiced by so many players, 
that is the expense of indulging in indoor 
play. And to be quite honest, it certainly 
is more expensive. than outdoor tennis. ‘There 
are several reasons why this is so, but 1 feel 
sure that if the playing public would only 
realise the full value and advantage pe 
by hard practice on a fast and dry playing 
súrface—not to mention the additional 
pleasure gained therein—the extra expense 
would be considered a sound investment and 
well worth while. : 

The more popular does indoor tennis become 
so also will the memberships of the clubs in- 
crease, and likewise their finances. Hence 
by, such a process will the promoters be in a 
position to supplement their courts year by 
year, and in the future one hopes that eac 
town throughout Britain will have its covered 
courts club just as it has its hard courts 
club at the present time. 

To return to the subject of the personal 
expense incurred in joining and playing in a 
covered court club, I have played a great 
deal indoors, and I find the wear and tear on 
one’s rackets, shoes and balls considerably 
less than on any surface outside. The 
greatest enemy of the racket is damp—nothing 
destroys the gut more quickly, and so the 
absence of damp courts and rainy atmosphere 
ensures the longer life of that very necessary 
but extremely expensive item of a player's 
equipment. Balls—also expensive—last much 
longer, as the nap wears off less quickly, and 
it.1s impossible for the ball to get rain-sodden 
or dirty. ‘But above all these minor argu- 
ments the outstanding one is that we, as an 
enthusiastic but secondary lawn tennis nation, 
cannot afford to pass by any opportunities for 
improving the genéral standard. | 


EXCLUSIVE USE. 

re ype! when we look round and see 
that all the other nations—enduring a cold 
and damp winter such as ours—possess 
and use exclusively covered  courts,. 
we shall not be so out of date 
as to shrug our shoulders and do nething. 
In Northern France outdoor play during the 
winter Is considered a waste of time, and the 
French hard courts are only built for spring, 
summer and autumn use. Those a Ea 
near—and in—Paris take their exercise at 
either of those excellent clubs, the Sporting 
Club de Paris, or the Racing Club, aud 
it is a real delighf—and a _ revelation—to 
watch even a third-class player, and see the 
lovely stroke production and hard hitting 
which seems to be a French national 
characteristic. 

And in Sweden the covered courts (and 
there are many) are immensely popular, aad 
are finely equipped with splendid gallery ac- 
commoation for spectators, and commodious 
dressing rooms. This is only to mention 
two nations, but Belgium and Germany also 
give prominence to covered court tennis. 

It is certainly true that world champions 
are born, not made, and if our generation 
seems to be failing to produce such a cham- 
pion, the next best thing surely we.can do 
is to develop our front line, so that it can 
at least hold its own with the world’s best. 
But, as everyone knows, a front line, however 
strong, is not enough in itself. The rank 
and file must also be strong and able to re- 
place the front line in its turn, 

All this sounds dreadfully serious and 
alien to our traditionally English point ot 
view in regard to sport, but times have 
changed, and the day of specialisation is 
very much with us. I feel that it, py 
spreading the joy of lawn tennis under tne 
perfect conditions such as exist on covered 
courts, the game may become even more 
popular, and the standard will be raised until 
che we may hope to reclaim for Great 
Britain the high position she has held so 
honourably in the past.
